Texas Changes Unemployment Tax 


Arkansas Should Do So in 1941 


An official press release from the Texas Unemployment 


Compensation Commission published in the current issue of 
Texas Weekly (Dallas) says that after this year the tax levied 


ftgainst a business payroll for unemployment-relief will be regu- 


lated by the employment record of the individual business. 
Hope business houses, stores and industries, and their employes, 
will recollect that this is known as the "merit rating system," 
and while Texas will start it in 1941 the State of Arkansas 


put it into effect until 1942. 


•® Unemployment compensation is that 


other division of the federal Social 
Security Act, of which old age ben- 
efits are thc first division. But where- 
as thc federal government handles all 
of the OAB, thc UI (unemployment 
insurance) is handled 90 per cent by 
the state governments 


Arkansas payrolls at this time are 


being taxed a flat 3 per cent for un- 
employment insurance. 
A business 


pays the state government 2.7 per 
cent, in quarterly installments (thc 
third-quarter payment being due this 
week); and pays the balance 3/10th 
per cent to the federal government in 
a single annual installment not later 
than January 31. 


The present tax, as I said, is 3 per 


cent flat, no matter whether your 
business has kept its employes regu- 
larly employed: or turned. several of 
them back to the state to draw unem- 
ployment- insurance;- -'• ." - v 


Under the merit 
rating 
system 


Texas next year will lower thc tax if 
your record is good, or maintain, or 
even raise, the 3% fax if your record 
is bad. Thc present 3% tax can go as 
low as Vi per cent (so says the Texas 
official statement, although I believe 
federal law fixes thc total minimum 
tax, state and federal, at 1 per cent); 
or thc tax may go as high as 4 per 
cent if your record is' particularly 
bad. 


During the recent legislative cam- 


paign in Arkansas The Star pointed 
out it is imperative that our state 
move the effective date of thc merit 
system from 1942 up to 1D41. If un- 
employment compensation is to be 
maintained as a true insurance pro- 
gram, which it was originally pro- 
claimed to be, then the tax must he 
lievctl in proportion to thc benefits 
a firms' employes have drawn out. 


Arkansas payrolls have been pay- 


ing unemployment tax ever since 
1936—one per cent that year, two per- 
cent in 1937, and three per cent in 
1938, 1939 and 1940 . . . a total of 
12 per cent. 


It is pointless to argue that we 


need another year's "experience" in 
order to determine thc true unem- 
ployment picture here, for our state 
is relatively low in all industrial 
activity, and Die rest of the nation 
has plenty of industrial statistics on 
which we can judge our own case. 


But if we don't change the present 


law we shall have to pay another 
flat 3 per cent in 1941, running1 the 
total flat tax up to 15 per cent for 
thc six-year period—while Texas and 
other states have begun to put the 
insurance-rato-fixing feature to work 


I think Eli Collins has done an 


excellent job as administrator of the 
state unemployment fluid, but I al- 
so think the businessds (hat have 
paid much into the state fund and 
drawn out little or nothing are en- 
titled to an experience rating now. 
And that is hurdly an unreasonable 
request . . . For all of us expect 
much heavier tr.xcs for national do-1 
fenses a/tor the first of the year, and 
it is time' we got our domestic tax 
matters straightened out in antici- 
pation of this greater load.

Fortune Magazine 
Reports Race Is 
Close in East

NEW YORK - 
President Roosc- 


•clt's popularity has dropped about 2 
jor cent during the last six weeks, 
jut as the campaign entered the home 
stretch his popularity rating was 
still 57 per cent among persons with 
definite opinions on the major party 
candidates, the latest Fortune Survey 
of Public Opinion reveals. 


This preponderance of opinion docs 


not necessarily indicate an electoral 
college majoiity for the President. 


His margin of popularity is heavily 


concentrated in the south and west, 
where such majorities arc not need- 
ed. In« the more vital areas of New 
England, the Middle Atlantic and 
Central States the contest is much 
closer, with microscopic leads for Wil- 
lkie. 


This means thc Republicans may 


be able to translate their present pop- 
ular minority into an electoral col- 
lege majority. 


The Fortune Survey iias made three 


separate checks of opinion during 
the campaign. Thc first came after 
Willkic's acceptance and 
Coffcyville 


speeches but before the West 'Coast 
tour.

The answers to these two cross sec- 


tions were so completely in agree- 
ment—within 1 per cent—that they 
were averaged and combined to make 
up a sampling of 10,000 people. 


Three-Way Approach Used 


In measuring the nation's attitude 


toward the two maior party candi- 
dates, Fortune explains, the Survey 
made a "three-ply approach," with 
thc asking of three questions; 


1. What do people think of Roose- 


velt? 


2. What ao people think of Wil- 


lkie? 


3. How do people expect to vote? 
Most important of the 
three is 


this: 


"Which one of these four state- 


ments comes closest to expressing 
your own opinion of Mr. Roosevelt?" 
Thc question elicited these replies: 
1. Twenty-five and a half per cent 
said "in times like these it is ab- 
folulely essential to have a man like 
Roosevelt for President." 


2. Twenty - seven, and eight-tenths 


per cent said "there may be some 
reasons against having Roosevelt as 
President 
for another four 
years, 


but oh the whole it is the best tiling 
to do." 


3. Twenty-one and two-tenths per 


cent said "while Roosevelt has done 
some good tilings, the country would 
be better off under Willkie for the 
next four years." 


4. Nineteen per cent said "the re- 


election of Mr. Roosevelt for the next 
four years would be a very bad thing 


for the country." 


5. Six and a half per cent said 


they didn't know. 


If the figures are adjusted to eli- 


minate the "don't know" answers— 
which may or may not play a role 
in the election—this comes to a vote 
of 57 per cent favoring the President, 
against 43 opposing him. 


Willkie Leads in Four 


Areas 


But there are hair-line anti-Roose- 


velt majorities in four sections of the 
country, the survey points out. They 
are in New England, the Middle At- 
lantic, East North Central and West 
North Central regions. 


These margins, Fortune says, are 


"too small to be regarded as in them- 
selves statistically significant majorit- 
ies. Yet the evidence, though incon- 
clusive, puts Willkie in the lead 
in these four parts of the country. 


"Conceivably this would permit Wil- 


lkie to gain a majority in the electoral 
college," 


Answers to queries on Willkie broke 


down this way: 


1. Eleven and one-tenth per cent 


said "Willkie is just the man thc 
country needs for president during 
thc next four years." 


2. Twenty-six and eight-tenths pev 


cent said "Even though Willkie lias 
not as much political and international

Turk Troops March to 
Aid Greeks; Russia May

Turkish Armies, Answering Cry of Help 
From Greece, Move Into Thrace to 
Fight Off Italian Invasion 


By the Associated Press 


Tiny Greece declared war on Italy under the provoca- 


tion of a three-hour ultimatum Monday and King George 
the Second threw the nation's estimated 100,000 soldiers 
into a battle against 200,000 Italian troops along the 
Greek-Albanian frontier. 


Great Britain, pledged to aid Greece in the event of an 


attack, was reported to be rushing the assistance of her 
powerful Mediterranean fleet. It is believed that a major 
sea bottle between the British and Italian fleets is im- 
minent. The Greek government, which immediately ap- 
pealed to London for help, announced officially that 
Britain was sending "unlimited support." 


Rome's demands were reportedly to have demanded 


manded permission for Fascist troops to occupy "several 
strategic points in Greek territory for the duration of the 
war 


In Belgrade, diplomatic circles heard unconfirmed 


reports that Turkey had declared war on Italy, but this was 
discounted in other quarters as premature.

King George the Second called on the notion to "fight 


for its hearts to final victory," and declared that, "We 
have been compelled to go to war against an Italy that is 
coveting Greece's independence." 


British, Turks to Aid 


ATHENS—(/P)—The British fleet came to the aid of 
invaded Greece Monday in the first day of her war 


with Italy, informed sources said, and took over the 
strategic Island of Crete while Greek's little army fought 
Italians all along the northern frontier. 


British warships were also reported to have engaged 


Italian naval units in a stiff battle off Corfu and Ionian 
island just opposite the juncture of the Albanian and 
Greek frontiers. 


Other reports, from reliable neutral sources, said that 


Turkish troops, responding to the Greek's call for help, 
were marching into Thrace and eastern Greece.

WASHINGTON^Few men have ever 


traveled 6MO miles just to keep a lunch' 
date. ,But one ;of the big reasorts for 
the hurried trip Admiral James O. 
Richardson recently made from Hawaii 
to Washington was a quiet luncheon 
party arranged for him at the 'White 
House.; 


Three men sat down at the 


Admifral Richardson, head of the It. 
S. fleet; President Roosevelt,^ his com- 
rnandef-in-chle^ and Gov. William D. 
Leahy of Puerto Rico, who was the 
navy's top admiral, until his retire- 
ment n little over a 'yeat ago. 


The party didn't break up enrly. It 


lasted most of 'the afternoon, in fact. 
And the principal topic was the fnt1 
Eastefn sittintion-*ln plainer English, 
the danger of war with Japan and the 
things the U. S. Navy ought to do if 
that war should come. 


Leahy Devised War Plan 


It Was Governor Leahy's presence 


that was especially1 significant, 


Back in 1937 Leahy, wearing the 


broad stripe and the three narrow ones 
of a full admiral,- was chief of nnval 
operations. -The .Japanese, constantly 
widening1 the scope of their "China 
incident." swung into action with a 
bombardment of Shanghai. The White 
House hesitated for a week or more, 
weighing the chances. Then it called 
Admiral Leahy into conference. 


Leahy was told that the United 


States and England might— just might 
—take joint -action against Japan: ac- 
tion of .the kind that could mean war. 
He was •instructed to draw up a plan 
for use in such emergency. 


He came back, after consultation 


with the war plans ' section at the 
Navy Department, with a plii which 
called for a tight naval blockade. The 
blockade line would be draped be- 
tween Hawaii. and Singapore, .one end 
resting on America's greatest naval 
base, the other resting on Britain's. 
The .plan envisaged a strong Britain 
contribution— probably half a dozen
